HELICOPTER RESCUE 


Air Force Experimenting 
With Method Suggested 
in Publication. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 11 (AP)— 
The Air Force is experimenting 
with towing methods to increase 
helicopter range for aerial rescues. 


Present ranges are generally 
under 300 miles. With a tow it 
might be extended to 1000 miles 
or more, 

An officer confirmed the experi- 
ments ‘being made by the air 
materiel command at Wright 
Field, O, in commenting on an 
article in Air Force Magazine, an 
independent publication. 

The magazine, described a theo- 
retical long-range rescue operation 
in this way: 

The helicopter would take off in 
tow of a large transport plane, 
using its rotors to help out until 
cruising altitude was reached. 
Then it would cut its power and 
depend solely on the tow. 

Over the rescue scene, the heli- 
copter would cut its tow line and 
land. After picking up the 
stranded persons, it would climb to 
cruising altitude, drop a pickup 
line and wait for the transport 
plane to snag the line with its 
towing cable. 

In tow the helicopter would then 
return to base.

No Basis for Partisan Attack. 

It will be most difficult, if not 
downright impossible, to attack 
or reject the Dewey program for 
Europe on partisan grounds of 
party politics.

corresponds to Europe's deepest 
need and it is in harmony with 
the prevailing trend and desire 
among free Europeans. The goal 
of European union has a power- 
ful appeal—and that appeal is 
moral quite as much as political 
and economic, It is something 
big enough to kindle the imagi- 
nations and enthusiasm of Amer- 
cans as well as Europeans. 


What could be a greater boon to 
the United States of America than 
a United States of Europe? 


On the practical side our perma- 
nent gains will be small and risky 
if our billions are only dished out 
to help 16 different nations sepa- 
rately. But the same billions, if 
used to help transform Western 
Europe into a single economic 
unit with much closer political 
ties, would really be creating an 
unprecedented democratic 
strength on the continent. Britain, 
France and the others cannot do 
this alone. What they need most 
of all is incentive, encouragement 
and friendly guidance from the 
United States of the New World. 
This is what Dewey proposes we 
should do, and there is under- 
standing and vision in his propo- 
sal. 


Can the Westérn Europe na- 
tions be expected to establish a 
real, operational federation 
quickly and easily? By no 
means. Even with America’s as- 
sistance the task will be diffi- 
cult, and also prolonged in many 
aspects. But with American 
brains concentrated on the prob- 
lem, and with Washington’s 
sympathetic mediation and as- 
sistance, surely far greater and 
more rapid progress would be 
possible than could otherwise be 
attained. And a major goal of 
United States foreign policy 
would at last be devoted to a 
constructive effort of epoch- 
making potentialities. This is

Reply From Pakistan 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

While not desiring to comment on 
your remarks in your issue of Sept. 19 
on India’s aggression in Hyderabad, 
which received wide condemnation in 
the world and American press, I would 
like to point out how unfounded is your 
hope that a plebiscite in Hyderabad 
would establish the people’s will to join 
the Union, reunite that country with In- 
dia and bring blessing to its people who 
were not blessed in its separate ex- 
istence. 


Your hope implies two suggestions. 
The first is that a plebiscite in Pakistan 
would establish the people’s will and 
bring about a reunion between Pakistan 
and India. That suggestion shows, I be- 
lieve, considerable misunderstanding of 
recent history. 


Ik it were not the people's will, what 
Was it then that brought Pakistan into 
existence? The general elections in 
India prior to the partition were con- 
tested on one clear issue only—namely, 
partition. Later, in the Northwest 
Frontier province and the Sylhet dis- 
trict of Assam, both majority Moslem 
regions of the subcontinent, there were 
referendums on the specific issue of 
whether or not they. would form part 
of Pakistan. | 
Here again the verdict was over- 
whelmingly in favor of Pakistan. In 
short, Pakistan came into existence not 
as a favor or windfall, but solely 
through the assertion of the united will 
of the Moslems of the subcontinent of 
India expressed through their unques- 
tioned leader, the late Quaid-i-Azam 
Mohammed Ali Jinnah. Every time 
the question of the division of India 
‘was put to the Moslem electorate, a ma- 
jority exceeding 90 per cent voted in 
favor.

The Pravda propagandists, of course, are

tentions of the White House are being sabotaged 
by Secretary of State Marshall and his State De- 
partment associates. The former general, ac- 
cording to them, is nothing less than an impa- 
tient war hawk, ready to pounce on anything 
which might assure peace to Europe and the 
world. | 

All this is arrant nonsense, but that does not 
deter the Communists. They do not care wheth- 
er the details of their stories stand scrutiny. All 
they want to do is fill the atmosphere with the 
refrain that Americans are war-minded. With 
the sort of control over news which they have 
established in a large section of Europe, they 
believe that they can make an impression if only 
they repeat their theme often enough. Theirs 
is a scheme of shaping opinion by incantation. 
And it is too bad that they have received even 
the most innocent and inadvertent aid. 

The Republican criticism is something else 
again. As expressed by Senator Vandenberg, it 
is a defense of the bipartisam foreign policy. 
More than that, it is a reminder of the necessi- 
ty for close co-operation not only within the ad- 
ministration, but also between the governments 
associated in the common ffont against Soviet 
expansion. 

“Now that we have gone to the United Na- 
tions,” said the opposition party's foreign policy 
spokesman, “we must intelligently avoid any 
unilateral, independent action on our own ac- 
count lest we confuse our friendly associates, 
cramp the Security Council and encourage our 
opponents to think our appeal to the United Na- 
tions is either timid or insincere.” 

The Vandenberg speech, made in New York 
Sunday when he, received the 1948 Freedom 
Award, was that of a statesman. He stressed 
the importance of presenting a solid front to 
the world. The important thing to celebrate 
tonight,” he said, “is the fact that in the last 
three years as the result of constructive collabo- 
ration we have produced to a remarkable extent 
a united, unpartisan voice for America at the 
water's edge.“ 

There are men like former Gov. Ellis Arnall 
of Georgia who believe that this bipartisan ap- 
proach to foreign relations is a mistake, but they 
are a very tiny minority. It was assiduously cul- 
tivated by the late President Roosevelt. It has 
been a central fact in American conduct, espe- 
cially since the formation of the United Nations 
in San Francisco. Not even the best intentions 
can be an excuse for overlooking it. In going 
so far as to prepare for a radio announcement, 
the White House committed a serious blunder. 

The Russians have turned this into grist for 
their propaganda mills. Senator Vandenberg 
has rebuked it on a high level of statesmanship. 
Others, no doubt, will seek to turn it to politi- 
cal advantage. The President might have given 
a thought to all of these possibilities. He brought 
on the criticisms which now crackle about his 
head. 
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Step Toward Low-Rent Housing 

The city government has promised that no 
resident of an area marked for slum clearance 
will be removed from his house until satisfac- 
tory housing is available at a rent he can pay. 
How the city will make good on this promise

Ward’s decision that Missouri cities can con- 
tinue to join with the Federal Government in 


a public housing program. 


Which is better from the point of view of the 
low-income citizen in a run-down neighborhood 
—the shelter he has now, or public housing? 
The question answers itself at Carr Square Vil- 
lage and Clinton-Peabody Terrace. Not only is 
the public housing many decades newer and 
much better in every way, but the cost of living 
there is actually less for many of the residents. 

Taxpayers get a break, too. Theoretically, pub- 
lic housing is exempt from leeal taxes and pays 
only a small service fee. “In practice, however, 
the two projects in St. Louis are paying the 
city more money than it got from the previous 
users of the sites which they occupy. Not only 


that, but public housing everywhere has made 
headway against the crime, disease and delin- 


quency which make slums such heavy burdens 
on city treasuries. 

Judge Ward's decision will be appealed to the 
State Supreme Court, and Congress must act 
before the national public housing program can 
expand. Pressure Yor action has already risen 
high in both Missouri and Washington, and there 
is a good chance that all the major obstacles 
to low-rent housing will be overcome in the next 
year or two. 

St. Louis would be improvident in the ex- 
treme if it did not authorize the slum clearance 
bonds next month and be ready to go ahead 
with full steam as soon as the way is clear.

A post as one of the four State Industrial 
Commissioners is not $5000-a-year sinecure. That 
is, it should not be. These four commissioners 
cover the entire state in the enforcement of the 
Workmen’s Compensation and Occupational Dis- 
eases Acts, the Health and Safety Act and the 
Arbitration and Conciliation Act. How well they 
do their work is of vital concern to every work- 
ing man and woman in the State of Illinois. 

Yet to one of these four posts, Dwight Green 
had the cynicism to appoint a gangster associ- 
ate with ‘neither interest in, nor capacity for the 
work he was supposed to do. He seldom at- 
tended meetings of the Industrial Commission. 
Indeed, he did not bother very often to go to 
his office in the State Office Building, although 
it was only a block from his apartment. 

Dwight Green insulted business and industrial 
management in Illinois by appointing this pal- 
pably unfit person as one of management’s two 
representatives on the commission. The Gov- 
ernor obviously was under no compulsion to name 
an underworld associate to an important state 
post. With the whole of Illinois to chose from, 
he could have found thousands of men qualified 
by experience and interest. He could have ap- 
pointed some able, respected former Republican 
member of the commission—such a man as 
James M. Short of East St. Louis, who repre- 
sented labor on the commission 20 years ago. 

The gangland killing of William J. Granata 
is a mystery and so far the police have very 
slim clues. A much greater mystery is why 
Dwight H. Green, with the opportunity to give 
Illinois a great administration back in 1941, 
should have kicked it away by such loose ad- 
ministration and unconscionable appointments 
as this murder puts under the spotlight. 

But there is still a greater mystery—the great- 
est mystery of all. This is how a people who 
take pride in their state could even be consid- 
ering the possibility of returning to office for 
another four years an administration so cynical, 
so self-serving, so undermining of the American 
ideal of government for the people.

There has been so much fume and fury 
out of the South about racial relationships 
and civil rights that when a calm, reason- 
able voice is raised, it is occasion for a burst 
of applause. So here is a hand for the 
executive committee of the Southern Re- 
gional Council and its recent statement on 
the South and its problems. 


This council is a nonpolitical, nonprofit 
organization consisting of Southern educa- 
tors, civic leaders, newspaper men, profes- 
sional men and church men. Its avowed 
goal is the attainment of “equal opportu- 
nity for all the South’s people.” 


In its pursuit of this goal, the committee 
has now urged Southerners to lift their 
heads out of the sand and face realities. 
It has told them, in effect, to quit trying 


to blame the Civil War and the North for 


their difficulties. It has told them to try 
to do something effective about their prob- 
lems, instead of looking to political pana- 
ceas and quack politicians for relief. 


The committee didn’t duck the issues. 
Certainly the South had mistreated Ne- 
groes, it said. Certainly, in respect to jobs, 
education and health, the Negro is regard- 
ed as below the white in the South. The 
committee criticized Southern politicians 
for “misrepresenting” proposed civil rights 
legislation. And it made the telling point 
that state rights, about which. so many 
Southerners are orating, means state re- 
sponsibility also, and that the rest of the 
nation is unconyinced Southern states have 
exhibited such responsibility. 


The committee also suggested to the 


"should be effort on the part of both to 


“raise the whole Seuth, white and Negro, 
up to the level of the rest of the country.” 


All this is good advice. The South would 
be wise to follow it, instead of listening to 


klan leaders and their talk of “white gu- 
premacy,” or to Dixtecrat leaders and chat- 
ter about how the North wants to destroy 
“the cherished institutions” of the South. 


In this reprehensible category also fall 
such statements as that made recently by 
the Chief Justice of Mississippi. He urged 
that Mississippi obstruct federal laws to 
which it might object, and that the state 
judiciary “sterilize” all dangerous pro- 
posals. Such statements, verging on the re- 
bellious, are shocking, coming as they do 
from a man sworn to uphold the American 
Constitution. Such statements harm the 
South, its interests and its people. 


In connection with this, and in contrast 
to it, we cite the action of Arkansas in 
connection with the request of a Negro 
graduate student to enter the university 
medical school. The Supreme Court has 
held that Southern states must provide 
adequate “and equal” ‘educational facilities 
for Negro students. Most Southern states 
have tried to dodge on this by creating 
segregated institutions for Negroes, a solu- 
tion unsatisfactory and uneconomic. Okla- 
homa recently went so far as to establish 
a one-student law school—a subterfuge 
which failed and has brought on à plague 
of lawsuits. 


Arkansas, however, adopted the simple, 
honest and legal way in this instance. It 
allowed the Negro applicant to enter the 
medical college on “equal footing with 
other students.” 


As the Arkansas Gazette said: “The 
board of trustees and all state officials 
concerned have displayed courage and wis- 
dom of a high order in dealing with a dif- 
ficult situation.” In statements like those 
of the Southern Regional Council, and in 
actions like that of Arkansas and the 


words of its leading newspaper, there is’ 


hope for the South. The politicians and 
the demagogues offer none.

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Why Men Fight 


CRUSADERS, by Stefan Heym. (Little, 
Co., 642 Pages, $3.50.) 

This new novel by Stefan Heym has for 
its background the war in Europe and its 
immediate aftermath. Its theme is the 
age-old struggle between Light and Dark- 
ness reduced, in this case, to a search for 
the reasons why men fight. 


The action begins in Normandy shortly 
after D-day. It ends many months and 
642 pages later amid the wreckage of a 
German city. In between the reader has 
distant, though sometimes vivid, glimpses 
of the breakthrough at St. Lo, the pursuit 
of the Nazi armies across France, the lib- 
ération of Paris, the hard fighting in the 
Ardennes, and the final collapse of Ger- 
man resistance. 

Against this background are close-ups of 
official bickering, blackmarket operations, 
concentration camps and their victims, 
military government, and the German re- 
action to defeat. Detailed descriptions of 
miscellaneous amours have little to do with 
the theme of the novel and slow the action 
~but probably they have “box office” ap- 
peal, 

The author assures us that this is a his- 
torical novel. In a technical sense he is 
undoubtedly correct. But if it may be 
taken that a legitimate purpose of the his- 
torical novel is to illuminate history by re- 
creating the past as a stage upon which 
recognizable human beings play their parts, 
Mr. Heym’s novel fails, it seems to this 
reader, to live up to its billing. The tfou- 
ble appears to be twofold. First, one can- 
not identify the characters of the story as 
individuals and, secondly, they have thei 
shadowy existence only in their own 
isolated world.

lordly lobster, of all the 
things that walk, fly or swim, 
never fails to bluff the quak- 
ing amateur chef. For no yood 
reason at all, this succulent crea- 
ture is regarded as the exclusive 
of professional chefs 
and snooty head waitegs, practi- 
tioners of lobster mumbo-jumbo. 
Yet, stripped of its attendant 
double-talk, what is more simple 
than tossing a lobster into a pot 
of oiling water with a few spices 
or split, sluiced with butter and 
fine crumbs and broiled under the 
flame? 


The first lobster recipe was 
probably written by the Chinese. 
It was soon rewritten by the 
French who knew a good thing 
when they saw it and therefore 
added $4 to the tariff. Sothe of 
their methods are superior, no 
mistake about that, but certainly 
not to be regarded as impossible 
for any reasonably good cook, For 
instance, the spectacular and ritzy 
Lobster Thermidor, brought to 
this country and popularized by 
the great George Rector, can be 
made at home like this: 


Start with a fine large live 
lobster of two and a half pounds 
or more. Wash in cold water, split, 
starting from the cross.in the cen- 
ter of the head. Cut ont the little 
bag behind the eyes and cut off 
the eyes, Place, split side down in 
two tablespoons of heated oil, 
cover and cook slowly for 15 min- 
utes. Remove. Take lobster meat 
from the shells and claws. Cut 
the meat into small rough pieces. 
Keep the shells warm. 


Now blend two tablespoons of 
flour with a like amount of melted 
butter, Add a half cup of white 
wine and cook until reduced. Now 
gradually stir in a cup of cream 
and bring to the boiling point. 
Season with a little English mus- 
tard, a pinch of salt, a pinch of 
paprika. Now add a quarter of a 
cup of cooked mushrooms. Get 
this well blended, thick and 
creamy. Now mix in the lobster 
meat and return the stuffing to

kle well with grated Parmesan 
cheese, dot with butter and put 
under the broiler until it is well 
browned.

Another fancy lobster dish, care- 
fully inspected, is revealed to be 
simplicity itself.

Allow a small lobster for each 
person, So, for four, put the lob- 
sters in boiling, salted water and 
cook for 10 minutes. Lift the meat 


from tire shells, saving any juice 


present. Break up the shells and 
toss them in a sauce pan with a 
cup of good white wine, add the 
juice, a clove of garlic and a 
sprig of parsley. Cook this for 15 
minutes, remove and strain. Re- 
turn to the fire and cook it down 
a little. Now put a tablespoon of 
butter in a sauce pan, put in the 
cut up lobster and saute, Sluice 
the meat with two jiggers of good 
dark rum and set ablaze. When 
the fire goes out, put in the sauce

Lobster American style is also a 
showy dish and a little more com- 
plicated than most but well worth 
the time and material.

Take out 
the bag near the head. Put the 
intestines and the coral aside tem- 
porarily. 

Now season the lobster pieces 
with salt and pepper and put them 
in a pan with two tablespoons of 
olive oil. Saute until the lobster 
pieces are red. Pour off the oil. 
Sprinkle the lobster with three 
finely chopped green onions and 
three mashed cloves of garlic. 
Simmer a minute and pour over 
four jiggers ot cognac. Light.

have come from people who have 
worked two years on the commis- 
sion—one from Belgium. 
suggests that we leave out the 
words “by nature” and simply say, 
“They are endowed with reason 
and conscience.” This leaves each 
person free to say he is endowed 
divinely or by nature or in any 
way he chooses to phrase it. The 
delegate from China, by way of 
even greater simplification, agreed 
with this amendment and added 
that the word “born” in the first 
line be eliminated, which would 
leave it simply: “All human beings 
are free and equal in dignity and 
rights.”

It's hard to understand why a man would act in this 
cruel, unfeeling manner toward his wife and son, but since 
you are unable to take care of yourself, it is a situation you 
will have to make the best of, or try to improve gradually. 
Perhaps your husband resents your attention toward your son, 
feels that you put him first in your life and that you only 
tolerate a husband as someone to support you. Try to build 
up a more pleasant and happier home life for your husband, 
eater to him, and make him feel that he is the most important 
Person in your life, and perhaps he will feel drawn to spend 
more time at home and less at taverns. Your son should be 
a mutual problem for the two of you, not someone for you to 
protect and your husband to abuse. You do not tell me the 
nature or extent of your son’s physical handicap, but it might 
be possible for the State Employment Security Division Office, 
1709 Locust street, to find work for him that he could 
handle, as this is very often done for physically handicapped 
persons. There are even firms that specialize in hiring handi- 
capped persons to help them make a living and a normal life. 
You ‘would do much more for your boy if you would help him 
get out in the world and take care of himself partially rather 
than protecting him too much, and the results would be better 
for your relations with your husband, too.

BALTIMORE, Md. 


HRISTOPHER BILLOPP, columnist, was born July 8, 1931, at 
the approximate age of 40 years, At his birth, middle-aged Mr. 
Billopp found himself complete with a patient wife and two 


Although himself a typical American suburbanite, he possessed 


some rather illustrious ancestors. 


Among them were such Men as 


T. Billopp Grundy of the Richmond Howitzers, and the original 


Christopher Billopp, a swashbuckling British naval captain of early 


Colonial days. 


Since the date of his belated 
birth, neither the columnist nor 
his family has changed in age, 
appearance or manners. 

The family has lived in a per- 
petual state of adventuresome 
(albeit irritating) normalcy and 
has seen its affairs reported in 
the column signed by Mr. Billopp. 

It has been known from the 
first that the column is not actu- 
ally written by Christopher 
Billopp. 

Billopp’s creator is Francis 
Foulke Beirne, editorial writer for 
the Baltimore Sun. 

In Frank Beirne is to be found 
the secret of Billopp’s birth, life 
and ancestors because Beirne is 
Billopp, and by this time Billopp 
has become Beirne. 

He is a comfortable 58 years 
old, wears tweedy clothes, smokes 
a pipe and speaks softly. He lives 
in a suburb. His somewhat sparse 
white hair is neatly combed. 

Frank Beirne, like the crea- 
ture of his typewriter, has a pa- 
tient wife, a son and a daughter. 

His family is not ageless like 
the Billopps. His two children — 
sources of hundreds of Billopp eol- 
umns—have grown up. His son is 
a second lieutenant in the Regular 
Army and his daughter is a mar- 
ried woman with two children of 
her own. Unfortunately, daughter 
and grandchildren live in Vermont, 
so the columnist cannot draw on 
the next generations for his essays. 


A look at Frank Beirne’s family 
tree further interlocks his person- 
ality with that of Mr. Billopp. In 
it aré to be found the names of 
the aforementioned T. Billopp 
Grundy (his maternal grandfather) 
and Capt. Christopher Billopp. 
Beirne named the present Mr. Bil- 
lopp for the adventuring captain. 

The life of Frank Beirne has 
been at least as notable, if not as 
exciting as that of his ancestor. 
Born the son of Richard F. Beirne, 
owner and editor of the old Rich- 
mond State, he spent his unexcit- 
ing childhood in Ashland, Va, He 


first came to Baltimore in 1903, as 
a student. 

It was in those days, at the 
Country School for Boys at Carroll 
Mansion (it later became Gilman 
School), that Beirne became ac- 
quainted with Maryland. 

Beirne returned to Virginia for 
two periods after he came to 
school here. In 1908 he entered 
the University of Virginia, and for 
a year and a half after World War 
I he engaged in the tobacco busi- 
ness in Richmond. This last period 
was his only excursion into any 
field but journalism. 

He sums it up by saying: “It 
took me a year and a half to dis- 
cover that I didn’t know a thing 
about cigarettes.” 

He is an inveterate pipe smoker; 
never touches cigarettes. 

The columnist has been over- 
seas twice. The first time was 
after graduation from the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. He won a 
Rhodes scholarship there, and for 
three years studied at Merton Col- 
lege, Oxford University, before re- 
turning to Baltimore to take his 
first job as a reporter and copy- 
reader on The Sun.

he sailed for France as a sec- 
ond lieutenant with the Eightieth 
Infantry Division. 

Upon his arrival in France, he 
was transferred (because of his 
knowledge of French) to what he 
describes as an “inglorious” liai- 
son job with the Renting, Requisi- 
tion and Claims. Service. 

At the end of the war he had 
his adventure in tobaccoland, and 
during that time married Rosa- 
mond Randall, of Baltimore. He 
returned to Baltimore with the 
Baltimore News, then on May 21, 
1923, went to The Evening Sun. 

It was eight years, one month 
and 17 days later that the signa- 
ture “Christopher Billopp” first 
appeared quietly in column three 
of the editorial page.

This is very unfortu- 
nate and ought not to occur, as 
the modern child is not accus- 
tomed to being taken to task by 
its elders and as a result of thts 
brutal treatment may even be 
driven to tears. 

“Under the circumgtances what 
is to be done? The parent should 
lose no time in making an abject 
apology. ... Beg the child to stop 
crying. ... Give the child a 
nickel with which to buy a bottle 
of pop. . .. Tell the child it will 


not have to take a bath if it does 
not want to. 

“If these remedies fail, there is 
nothing to do but raise your bid 
to a pony. ...

as a syndicate picked up his work 
and distributed it to the neWwspa- 
pers in which it now appears. 
During the same period, the col- 
umn contracted in size and sub- 
ject matter until it reached its 
present form. 

Every day Frank Beirne won- 
ders how long it can go on. 

He sits at his office typewriter 
each morning “completely devoid 
of inspiration” and feels that he 
has reached the end of the line. 
After more than 6000 columns on 
the same general subject, such 
feelings are understandable. 

But somehow—he doesn’t know 
exactly how—he always manages 
to think of something. Seldom, if 
ever, are the columns forced or 
strained. His readers are con- 
stantly amazed at the consistency 
with which he relates the same 
trials that they have in their own 
homes. 

Incidentally, all of his columns 
are in addition to his regular 
duties as an editorial writer. 
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SIDE from his editorials and 
columns, he is finishing up a 
serious history of the War of 
1812. 

He plays tennis occasionally, 
though not as often as in the 
past. “I still love the game,” he 
says, “but everytime you get up 
a good set of doubles with people 


‘my age somebody pulls a charley 


horse or a strained back and the 
game is ruined.” 

As for the past, Frank Beirne- 
Billopp has enjoyed it all. 

Two incidents stand out in his 
mind above all the rest. Both are 
rather humorous, yet, oddly 
enough, both occurred at a time 
in 1934 when he very nearly died. 

That was the only time his 
column disappeared for a consid- 
erable length of time. He was 
stricken with appendicitis and re- 
quired 13 weeks to recover. 

While in the hospital and still 
om. the critical list, the night 
superintendent of nurses came in 
to cheer him up. “Mr. Beirne,” 
she said, “I thought you would 
like to know that you have a most 
faithful friend at The Sun. A 
young man calls every evening 
about midnight and asks about 
you. He seems concerned about 
your illness.“ 

This news wasn't as cheering to 
the sick man as the nurse ex- 
pected. The young man’s identity 
was obvious to Frank Beirne. He 
was the reporter assigned to call 
each night to see if the columnist 
had died yet!

West ruffed declarer's 
spade queen with the heart eight, 
dummy discarding a club, and 
then West carefully cashed the 
ace of hearts before giving his 
parther a second diamond ruff. 


When East ruffed this diamond, 
it should have been apparent to 
him that his partner would not 
have cashed the ace of hearts 
without a definite purpose, and 
that purpose could only be to in- 
form East that declarer was now 
out of diamonds and could not 
reach dummy’s suit if East could 
take out the one low trump still 
remaining in dummy. ast, how- 
ever, failed to reach this clear 
message. After ruffing the dia- 
mond, he returned a club, thus 
permitting South to win with the 
queen and to ruff his losing club 
in dummy. 

If East, after ruffing the second 
diamond, had properly returned 
the heart queen, South would have 
had to lose a club trick, thus pay- 
ing a 200-point penalty.
